In Southern Alberta 


Mr. ‘H. Klippert, Assistant Manager 
of Raymond district for Calgary Pow- 
er, says the best example of Calgary 
Power's need for expansion is right 
here in Raymond and district. 

There were 457 consumers of electri 
city in Raymond in 1939. The number 
had increased to 543 by 1945. Today 
it has jumped to 663, or 122% of the 
number in 1945 and 145% of the num- 
ber in 1939. This is concrete evidence 
of Reymond’s constant growth. 

Another interesting set of figures is 
the amount of electricity being con- 
sumed by the customers today, as com 
pared with yesterday. In the year 1939 
the total consumption of electricity. by 
household consumers in Raymond was 
215,951 kilowatt hours, or an average 
of 49 kilowatt hours per customer per 
month. In 1952 householders used 1,- 
526,580 kilowatt hours or an average of 
233 kilowatt hours per customer per 
month, an increase to over 47% since 
1939. 

While there has been a general in- 
crease in the number of consumers be 
ing served and an increase in use of 
electric service all throughout Alberta 
in some localities it much
